Detailed Action 

1 . The drawing proposal filed 1 1/08/04 has not been approved since numeral 280a 
was not included in figure 4. The objection set forth in paragraph 1 of the Office action 
mailed 08/24/04 is herein repeated. The proposed filed 1 1/08/04 should be amended to 
include numeral 280a and resubmitted. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 48, 49 and 50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and'distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 48, the phrase "cassettes that is " in line 20 renders the claim 
inaccurate. The phrase should be changed to -process stations-. Also -one of- 
should be inserted after "wherein" in line 27 and "with" in line 29 should be -within-. 
See applicant's figure 4. 

4. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
